Bapremely
indifferent to anything but the attainment of har
end, viz,, & large pay secured to the toilers
among her sex, this purblind spectacled, and
most nssidoous lady tolls day and night with
tongue and pen, and works not only with all her
soul, but with all her body, too.

Some of the principal merchants of Fulton
street have bevn getung up an indignation
meeting, in order to heal the noisances inflicted
on them by the *‘ropers-in” employed by the
gift enterprise establishments, The ancient
havnt of these gilt swindlers was in Coruandt
street.

bear—the gifs swindlers doing the first, and the
respectable merchants the last,

REVIEW OF NEW BOOKS.

Lrrrie Womey., By Loaisa M. Aleott. Pab-
lished by Roberts Brothers, Boston. Phi-

There iz perhaps no branch of literature
which requires more tact and disorimination,
or which presents more diffionlties, than the
wiiting of stories for children. Persons who
wounld hesitate long about publishing works
addressed to an adult audience feel them-
selves fully competent to entertain and in-
struet young people, without paunsing tothink
whether they are really qualified for the task
ornot. And yel thers are no keener orities in
regard to all the essentials of story-writing
than ohildren; and the inounlecation of good
moral ideas will not compensate with them for
dullness and insipidity in the characters
and adventures of the heross and
heroines of the miniature romances which are
written for their edification. Of late years
there has been a notable improvemsnt in the
character of juvenile books, and a clasa of
writers have entered the fleld who appear to
really appreciate the importance of their mis-
#ion, and who are impressed with the idea
that moral and religions principles can be
best engrafted upon the minds of their readers
by not being too prominently brought ferward
as the main objects of their books. Miss
Aloott has written a number of stories which
are deservedly popular. Bhe has a fresh and
graceful style, and a hearty sympathy with
the feelings, hopes, and aspirationa of boys and
girls. *“Little Women’ is a pleasant story,
which girls will like to read, althongh in our
opinion & little less preaching would not have
made it legs instruoctive or entertaining. We
believe in books of this kind being good but
not “‘goody,’’ and the principal fanlt we have
to find with “Little Women’® iz a trifle too
much of the last-named qnuality.
